REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The past year has been on the whole one of gratifying 
success. The former teachers were, with one exception, 
re-engaged. Miss Mills being unable to return to Monta- 
Jona, Miss Putney was transferred from North Dunbar- 
ton to that school and a new teacher, a recent graduate 
of Coneord High School, was engaged for the North’ 
Division. 

Extensive repairs have been. made at the Center. A 
new floor has been laid and the defective plastering 
patched and whitewashed. At the other three schools 
only minor repairs were made. 

While it does not come strictly under the head of re- 
pairs, there is a little innovation which the board wishes 
to mention; namely, the placing of a water tank in each 
school. This has done away with the former unsanitary 
eondition created by the open water pail. 

There have been no changes in text-books, but Lone- 
fellow’s ‘‘Hiawatha’’ has been added to the list of sup- 
plementary reading. 

The cost of transportation has been less than in previ- 
ous years. One pupil has been carried to the Pattee Hill 
school in Goffstown, it being impossible to carry him to 
any school in town. Aside from this there was the usual 
bill in the Center Division and one for two-thirds of the 
year at North Dunbarton. From the east part of the 
town the Couch and Murray children have been sent to 
Bow, the tuition there being much less than the cost of 
transportation to the nearest school in town.
